Tue Chinese Lave at last gained a sub- 
stantial success in the north-west, which 
verifies the reports that have been 
lately current, that a real effort was to 
be made to infuse some vigor into the 
operations in that region. A decree in 
the Peking Gazette of the 21st Sep. 
tomber refers to a great victory which 
has been gained over the Mahomedans, 
and the capture of tho city of 
Urumtsi, which was their head quar- 
ters in Kansuh, The generals Lin 
Kin-tang and Kinshun, says tho edict, 
advanced at the head of their troops, 
proceeding from Tsi-mu-sa westwards, 
“The insurgent leader withdrew to 
the Kumu region, where he made a 
stand supported by the Mussulman 
chieftain of those parts, and aided also 
by a force despatched under a leader 
by the Andijani.” The rebels were 
attacked and defeated with great loss, 
the troops pursuing them upto the 
immediate vicinity of Uramtsi. A 
vigorous attack was made on the city, on 
the 16th August, when a breach was 
effected in the walls by means of 








heavy artillery; and on the following day 
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it was taken by storm. The remaining 
fortifications held by the rebels were 
successfully attacked on the 18th, and 
“the Imperial troops thus regained 
entire possession of the two adjacent 
cities of Uramtsi and ‘Tih-hwa-chow.” 
Tho usual massacre of course took 
Place, and is mentioned with evident 
appreciation, “the number of heads 
brought in” being spoken of as beyond 
computation. 

The ramour which camo ont lately 
from Russia, about Yakoob Khan 
marching to the assistance of his 
co-religionists, finds some support in 
the mention of Andijanis as forming a 
portion of the rebel force, Andijan is 
the term commonly applied by the 
Chinese to the Kokandis of Kashgaria, 
and a reference in the decree to the 
presence of “a force despatched under 
a Jeader by the Andijani,” seems to 
imply tho presence of an auxiliary 
contingent; though the report of Yakoob 
Khan’s personal advance may probably 
bo dismissod as extravagant. However 
this may be, there is no doubt the 
Chinese have gained an important 
victory, and inflicted a crushing defeat 
upon their adversaries. Tho Gazette 
may well speak of the achievement as 
a distinguished success, and laud the 
bravery and vigour shown by the two 
generals in command. “The strategy 
displayed by Tso” of course comes in 
for a share of commendation, though, 
as ho was some five or six hundred 
miles away, tho probabilities aro that 
ho had no more to do with the strategy 
employed, than Lord Dufferin had 
with Sir Garnet Wolseley's proceedings 
at the Red River. We sincerely trust 
that the success will be followed up till, 
in the words of the edict, “ tranquillity 
is really restored to the border region.” 
We have had little sympathy with the 
Chinese in their campaign, which has 
been carried on at enormous cost with- 
out energy or ability. But the great 
sums which have been squandered over 
it have led to the imposition of taxes 
which have harassed the people aud 
burdoned and hindered trade. Avy 
prospect, therefore, of a termination of 
tho war, which may lead to a rebate- 
ment of the extortion, is welcome. 
‘We foar, however, that the relief is far 
off yet. ‘The Imperial authority is not 
yet completely restored even within 
the precincts of .Kansuh, and the 
Government is credited with a desire 
to pursue the campaign beyond the 
borders, and to re-establish its rule 
over districts that must be sources of 
weakness rather than of strength, and 
of expense rather than revenue, even 
if they aro effectually reduced.

in May last, struck on a coral patch, 
unmarked in the charts, The posi- 
tion of this patch has since been 
determined by H.M.S. Lapwing, and is 
as follows: —100 Foot Rock (Kelung 
Island), 8. 74° E.; Macedonian Point, 
8. 3° E.; Brooker Point, S. 27° 
This patch is about 160 to 200 yards 
in extent, with least water 3} fathoms 
(reduced to low ordinary springs), sound- 
ings varying from 5 to 9 fathoms on the 
patch, ‘The bearings given show the exact 
position of the 34 fathoms pateb. 

Tho remains of-Mr, John Snell, late 
Engineer of H.M.S, Immortalité, 
were interred on Saturday, at the Mortuary 
Cemetery, with the military honors to 
which his grade entitled him. We under- 
stand the funeral was arranged lo tnke place 
the previous evening, but owing to the 
non-arrival of the Fly, with the remains, it 
was postponed. Shortly after ten o'clock 
the burial party landed at the Customs’ 
jotty, and weremancouvred into processional 
order on the Bund. ‘The different English 
war-veasels in the harbour sent repre 
tives; and, including officers and mon of 
all ranks, about 150 followed the coffin 
to the grave. The scone was very im- 
pressive, Headed by tho band playing 
“The Dead March in Saul ” the procession, 
with arms ‘reversed, proceeded along the 
Bund and up Foochow Road to the 
Cemetery, the natives congrogating in large 
numbers along the route. ‘The service was 
read by the Chaplain of the Immortalité, 
‘and then three volleys were fired over the 
grave, by a detachment of about fifty men, 

The Shun-pao reports the execution 
of a coolie belonging to the Examin 
tion Hall at Nanking, on account of his 
quarreling with a candidate, tearing up 
his paper, and throwing tiles at the literati 
who came to the rescue, The. candidate 
begged that the offender's life might pe 
spared, but tho authorities held that 
the offence was unpardonable, and he was 
at once execited. 

‘An Australian paper snys the reports of 
Italian silk experts as to the quality of 
the Australian cocoons are most favorable, 
and the Macclesfield silk consumers con- 
jer the Australian raw material to be of 
such a quality that they are preparing 
manifesto urging upon Colonial Chambers 
of Commerce the importance of assisting

The L. & C. Express says “a new feature 
in the China trade has latterly been ob- 
taining some prominence, namely, the 
increasing export of China sugar ‘to 
England. This has resulted from the 
shortness of the supply from some of tho 
West India Islands. It will remain to 
bo seen whether this branch of trade will 
become permanently established. There 
i joubt that the sugar-producing 
capabilities of China are very extensive, 
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and could be. largely developed under 
proper management, especially with the 
aid of foreign machinery.” 

‘The Hamburg correspondent of the 
London and China Bupress of the 18th 
August, has the following remarks upon 
the curious, hortatory, and somewhat 
impracticable code of rules for the pro- 
tection and salvage of shipwrecked vessels, 
which was lately published by the Go- 
nor of Fuhkien, Ting Jih-ch‘ang. 
‘The new stranding regulations recently 
promulgated by the Chineso Government 
for preventing piratlcal robberies on 
coast of Chiva are regarded here with a 
good deal of distrust and suspicion, and, 
Indeed, everyone that is at all acquainted 
with the nature of the Chinese const aud 
the character of the Ch themaclves 
and the organisation of their Government, 
{s convinced that the new regulations ar: 
not to be relied on, Half-a-dozon well- 
managed and well-armed gunboats of small 
aranght would far be 
than this proclamation.” 

Wo do not agree, however, with the 
Hamburg correspondeut’s sweeping sug- 
gestion that “half a dozen gunboate” are 
all that is required to better the condi 
tion of affairs. Some description of salvage 
rules, to be accepted by the Chinese, are 
8 great dosideratum ; and a well-digested 
code, drawn up in consultation with the 
reproentatives of the Treaty Powers, 
and not, like Governor Ting’s, “made out 
of his own head,” will doubtless be found” 
‘n beneficial addition to existing enactments. 

‘We notice a discropancy in the second 
clause of the first paragraph of the Tr: 
Soction of the Convention, as published 
last week, whero the English text appears 
to be in error. Speaking of the now porta 
of call along the Yangtze, it says “at 
hich, as they aro not open ports, foreign 
merchants are not legally authorised to 
land or ship goods.”"—But foreigners wer 
perfectly entitled to land and ship goods 
if they chore to do a0, under the clause 
of the Tientsin treaty which permits them 
to travel in tho interior for purposes of 
trade, ‘The words “under the Yangtze 
Regulations,” which ap, the Chin 
explain the difficulty. It has not hitherto 
been allowable to approach the ports in 
atoamers ; now it is made 40. 
int, on another page, Sir Brooke 
Robertson's description of the city and 
portof Hanoi, and the Red River Route 
to Yiinnan—from the oficial report of 1 
visit to Tonquin which we reviewed in « 
recent number.

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‘THE CARISBROOKE CASE. 


Auona other curiosities in the last 
Customa’ Gazette, will be found the 
final decision in the Carisbrooke ease— 
though it is represented, as might be 
expected, from a peculiarly Chinese 
point of view. We neod hardly re- 
mind our readers that the Carisbrooke, 
‘a British steamer running between 
Singapore and Hongkong, was seized 
by the Chinese Revenue cruiser Peng- 
chao-hai, on the 12th June, 1875, for 
landing a few passengers who had with 
them twelve chests of opium, on the 
coast of Hainan. The charge was laid 
under Art. XLVII. of the Treaty of 
‘Tiontsin, which lays down that “ British 
“ merchant vessels aro not entitled to 
resort to other than the ports of trade 

declared open by this treaty. ‘Thoy 
“ere not unlawfully to enter other 
“ ports in China, or to carry on clan. 
“ dostine trade along the coasts there- 
“of. Any vessel violating this pro- 

vision shall, with her eargo, be sub- 
fect to confiscation by the Chinese 
“Government.” The case was tried 
at Canton, before a Court composed 
of the Hoppo and H.B.M. Consul; and, 
as Sir Brooke Robertson demurred to 
the sentence of confiscation which the 
Hoppo held had been legally incurred, 
the question was referred to Peking ; 
the ship being in the meanwhile re- 
leased under bond, but the cargo 
detained in custody. At Peking, we 
believe, the British Minister also pro- 
tested that the sentence of confiscation 
would be out of all measure harsh and 
unreasonable, in view of the trifling 
fault of which the Carisbrooke had 
boon guilty, and in view especially of 
the fact that steamers had been doing 
what she had done, for a long time 
past without interference. Eventually a 
fino of Tis, 5,000 was agreed on, 
and was at once paid by the own 
ers. Such a plain description of 
the incident, however, is evidently too 
simple for the Inspector-General of 
Customs, who states the finding in the 
following genuinely Chinese way 
“Confiscated by High Authorities at 
Poking. The Tsungli Yamén having 
decided to mitigate this penalty, the 
vossel and her cargo has been sold by 
the Yamén's order, to the original 
owner, at a nominal value.” And the 
Ts, 5,000 is entered, accordingly, under 
the head of “amount realised by sale 
of goods confiscated,” instead of under 
“amount of fine,” which would be the 
more natural expression of the fact. 
If the master of the Peng-chao-hai had 
killed any one on board the Carisbrooke, 
and been tried for his life, but let 
of with a mitigated penalty, we 
presume Mr, Hart would have expressed 
it—Sentenced to be hung up by 
the neck, but the judge having 
decided to mitigate this penalty, the 
man was ent down and delivered 
over to the prison authorities for a 




















brief confinement.—It is interesting to 
learn further, from the table, that the 
“seizing officer” received Tis. 357.44, 
and the “informant” Tis. 1,072.33, as 
their portion of the Tis. 5,000 realised. 

Tt was admitted, at the time, that 
the Oarisbrooke was technically in the 
wrong, under the wording of the treaty, 
in calling at a place other than an open 
port; and it was not to be expected 
that sbe would get off scot free. We 
say technically in the wrong, because 
there can be no doubt Articles 
XVLII and XLVIII were framed to 
meet a totally different class of cases. 
‘They were not directed against regular 
traders which might tonch at places 
‘on the coast not open by treaty; 
there was no coasting trade in those 
days, such as has now grown up; if 
there had been, and such a case as the 
Carisbrooke’s had been foreseen, we 
may be sure that some provision or some 
penalty would have been arranged, of 
a very much less sweeping nature than 
the “confiscation” which is alone 
mentioned in the treaty. What the 
clauses wero intended to prevent, was 
wholesale trading, sach as a vessel 
freighted with opium breaking a special 
voyage to an unopened port, say Wen- 
chow, with the object of disposing of 
the whole cargo; a very differont thing 
from a ship halting to land passengers 
who have with them a little cargo (in 
the present case ten chests of opium) 
in which the ship owners have no 
interest whatever. It may be ques- 
tioned, therefore, whether the reduced 
fine of even Tis. 5,000 was not exces- 
sive, for a purely technical irregularity. 
‘The case differs very slightly from that 
of the Prince Albert which yielded some 
years ago, in perfect innocence, to an 
invitation to enter a non-treaty port 
for the purpose of towing a Chinese 
junk, and was herself taken in tow by 
a revenue cruiser as she came out. 
The captain pleaded that, as there was 
no cargo in the case to be either ship- 
ped or landed, he did not think he was 
doing wrong; and he was fined only 
Tis. 1,000. But a harder penalty 
ensues in tho Carisbrooke’s case than 
even the fine of Tis. 5,000. The ship 
was released, under bond, soon after 
the Customs enquiry, but the cargo 
was kept possession of by the Customs ; 
and was, we cannot doubt, very 
seriously damaged when it was even- 
tually released after a year’s detention. 
Here again we come back to the inten- 
tion of the Treaty, which clearly was 
to attack cargo intended to be smug. 
gled; but the cargo intended to be 
smuggled in the present case—if there 
were any such intention, even, on 
the part of the passenger owners— 
was only the twelve chests of Opium 
landed at Hainan. The remainder 
of the freight was for Hongkong, 
Canton, and Swatow, and should, 
in all justice, have been released 
directly that fact was established. 
That it should have been treated 
otherwise, is an act of outrageous 
injustice to its ly innocent 





owners, who are punished by its 
detention and deterioration for a 
faultin which they had not the slightest 
share—The sltered conditions of 
trade have, in short, obviously made 
necessary some regulations defining 
the purport of the articles under which 
the Carisbrooke was accused, and which 
were evidently framed with an object 
quite different from that which they 
were, in the present instance, made to 
serve. sf 








TELEGRAPHIC NON-COMMUNICATION, 


We have been left ina curious state 
of uncertainty lately, with regard to 
affairs in the outer world. To all in- 
tents and purposes it would appear 
that we might as well have had no 
telegraph, so far as political matters in 
Europe were concerned ; while here in 
China, where negotiations directly af- 
fecting ourselves were being carried on 
almost at our doors, we were kept 
sedulously in the dark. The result 
is that we have been practically 
isolated from the rest of the world. A 
few meagre words in recent telegrams 
seem to imply that Europe has been 
passing through a state verging on 
war. Here in China wo know nothing 
of the causes, except what we can con- 
jecture from news some four or five 
weeks old. The Telegraph Companies 
have arranged their tariff so as to be 
almost probibitory to the sending of 
political telegrams, and though, as a 
general rule, political telegrams can 
hardly be said to influence our markets, 
it is evidently the case that the political 
complications within the last fortnight 
have been of such 1 natuze as to 
really interfere with ordinary mercan- 
tile business. It is quite possible that, 
in some way or other, these com. 
plications may have been instrumental 
in producing the recent convention; 
but even of this fact we must re- 
main in ignorance till the compara. 
tively slow rate of progress of the mail 
pormits our ordinary means of informa. 
tion to arrive. Altogether, we have 
seldom felt more isolated in China than 
we have done during tho last three 
months. The breaking down of one 
telegraph after another, the rise in the 
telegraph tariff, and the uncertainty in 
our means of communication bave all 
tended to this one result. Official 
information will doubtless arrive, should 
a state of actual war in Europe break 
ont, but for all we know it may be 
at this moment imminent. Doubtless, 
Renter's telegrams did for a time 
supply a want, which the community 
feels so heavily; but the Telegraph 
Companies did their best to prevent 
their profitable distribution, while the 
best managed of telegraphic agencies 
could scarcely hope to succeed against 
the continual breakdowns which came 
in the way to stop avy intelligible 
sequence. Oue day we got an unim. 
portant telegram about some event, 
perhaps in Africe, in which the com- 
munity was in no wise interested; the 
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next day an important piece of news 
about something immediately concern- 
ing ourselves was stopped owing to 
a’ stoppage in one or other of 
the’ lines. It would; however, be 
a matter of considerable importance 
to have' some more tangible system 
adopted, whereby'wo might not be left 
always’ so far behind the rest of the 
world as we'lately have been. It is to 
be hoped that’the breaks in the cables 
which have caused so much annoyance 
will not prove chronic. The Southern 
ine has promised to lay down a cable 
between Penang and Rangoon, which 
will; for a great part of the way, open 
up'a'third line in case of the failure 
of'thé other two. If one half of the 
till’ made at the -beginning of the 
year with regard to an independent line 
wére in’ earnest, we might have 
expected by this time steps to have 
been taken to duplicate the line the 
wliolé’ way. Those words seem'to have 
ended there, and no deeds remain as 
evidence of the spirit of indignation 
excited. Tho’ suggestion of the pre- 
sent Companies to lay a line between 
Rangoon and Penang seems to point 
to a still shorter route than is at 
present adopted. Were'a line carried 
from Manlthein to Bangkok, and thence 
to the’ entrance of the Meikong, we 
could have independent connection by 
land” brought almost to our doors. 
The Sidmese Government is not so 
obstinately perverse as the Chinese, 
and could probably see its own interest 
in keeping up such a line, while the 
people through whose districts the line 
would pass aro ‘peaceably disposed, and 
not” actuated by the hostile feelings 
which occasionally get the upper hand 
where’ Chinese populations are con 
cerned.

Some of the upper and better informed 
classes knew also of the negotiations going 
on at Chefoo; atid there was a very 
general impression; in many places, that 
Wucbang would be attacked ‘on a certain 
day during the eighth month, 

‘These and otlier reasons aré said to have 
delayed the arrival of many scholars at the 
provincial capital, and to have prevented 
others, whose prudence was greater than 
their valour, from leaving home altogether, 

It was evident also during the fow weeks 
prior to’ the opening of the examination, 
while the students were assembling, that 
the’Mandarins were most anxious to quiet 
the fears of the people, The wildest 
rumours of some combined secret orgaui- 
sation against the Government, were pass- 
ing from mouth to mouth. Six prisoners 
sent into the city by a well-known Military 
Mandarin were believed to be agents in 
the conspiracy, and many of their com- 
panions were stid to be waiting thoir 
opportunity to rise, full armod, from’ all 
the opium dens and gambling houses of 
the city. So thoroughly was this believed 
that the Profect ‘thouglit fit to issue a 
proclamation, stating that the prisoners 
captured by Liu-ta-jin had no connexion 
with’any secret society whatover, and wero 
only well-known thieves of the neighbonr- 
hood’ whose names he appended, and 
warned the people not to listen to idle 
reports, but to attend every one to 
own business: 

Te waa not 20 certain, however, thst the 
Mandarins themselves were free from 
alarm. Proclamations were issued strictly 
closing all opium and gambling houses, on 
the alleged ground of preventing vagabonda 
from secreting themselves in these pl 
and ala to prevent the virtuous (7) di 
ciples of Confucius from’ being con- 
tarninated. Opium smoking is not at 
all uncommon even among students, and 
many of them are inveterate gamblers. 

Extra’ guards were placed at the city 
gates, and all’ suspicious charactérs were 
challenged, who, if they could not give a 
satisfactory account of themselves, or could 
not obtain a citizen of repute to appear as 
surety, were not allowed to enter. During 
this time also, and while the excitement 
was increasing; barriers appeared suddenly 
in all directions throughout the city. 
‘There must have been between two and’ 
three hundred of. these heavy wooden 
gates erected simultaneously within a day 
or two. Of course this action of the 
officials w trued by the people as 
only another indication of the truth of the 
previous agitating reports, and did not 
tend in any wise to allay their fears. A 
farther proclamation, therefore, was neces- 
sary, and this time it was issued by the 
highest Mandarin we have at present, the 
Fu-tai, In it he informed the people that 
several persons guilty of treason had been 
discovered, and piinished in the Ngan-hwei 
provincé—that these men had declared

‘THE RED RIVER ROUTE TO YUNNAN, 
(From Sir Brooke Robertson's Report.) 


‘The approach to the city of Hanoi, the 
capital of Tonquin, is very fine, a turn of 
river, which is here from bank to bank about 
‘a mile or more in breadth, bring 
the town aud the French Settlem 
ig under construction like that at Baiphoug, 
with the barracks and Consular buildings 
under erection thereon. ‘The cit} gra 
dually from the river, and embedded in trees 

nd foliage and seen on a bright and 
sunny day, has a charming appearance, We 
anchored off the landing-plaoe at 10.30 a, 
‘on Monday’ the 10th, and went on shore ab 
‘once to call upon the Comte de Kergaradec, 
the French Consul, who lives in the A 
namite Examination Hall, at least a mile and 
r, but finding it impossible 
to get palanguins for hire, Captain Castle and 
myelf called at the house of the Bishop, 
‘Monseignor Pergeuier, to borrow them. Here, 
while talking to him, M, Aumoitte, Chancelicr 
of the Consulate came, saying that M. Ture, 
the Consul at Haiphong, had sout a message 
overland to inform Comite de Kergaradeo of 
our intended visit, and the messenger had 
arrived ouly an houe before us, and chaira 
were coming to take us to tho Consulat 
‘Theee duly arrived and we went on, 

On reaching the Consulate I was received 
by M. de Kergaradec with great courtesy, 
and found he had prepared rooms for us,

An Aunawite guard of 
nour lined the courtyard, and the Chu 
Phu came to the door to receive us, After a 
conversation hie expressed a hope that I was 
pleased my visit, aud remarked I had 
comme a long way to see Hanoi ; and I replied 
that having been to Hainan to open it to 
British trade under the ‘Treaty, I had cross 
‘the Gulf of Tonquin to pay the Represe 
of the French Government at Hanoi o 
visit, England and France being on the most 
friendly terms, and that was my sole object. 
He then inquired whether there would 
much trade at Kiung-chow, and if English 
vessels would come on from thence to the 
Tonguin port? I answered they certainly 
would do so if the Annamese Government 
were favourable to foreign trade. He thea 
said he wished to show me his troops and 
elephants, and we accordingly went to a 
parade-ground close by of large extent, where 
there were about 2,000 Annamese soldiers 
under arms, and two elephants in front, 
which, when we were seated, advanced, knelt 
down nine times, and salated, The ‘troops 
then went through sundry mancuvres with 
great precision, ‘They were well dressed, but 
badly armed with old flint-lock muskets, 
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and swords. After I took my 


‘We then inspected the Hall of Ceremonic 
in which the Kings of Annam receive inves 
@ Emperor of China. It was 
here that Lieutenant Garnier had his head- 
quarters after his eapture of the citadel on 
the 20th of November, and in a plot of ground 
in the rear he and his four comrades were 
buried when killed on the 2lst December, 

That part of Hanoi where the citadel is 
built is somewhat higher than the other 

yuarters of the city, the ground rising gently 
rom the banks of the Sougkoi to the height 
of about 180 feet above the level of the sea. 
A brick wall about 3 feet thick and 12 fect 
high, comprising twelve bastions connected by 
curtains, surrounds the citadel which forms a 
perfect quadrilateral of some 3,600 fect on 
each side, This wall is supported by a 
torreplain” which at places rises gradually 
from the interior of the citadel, whilst at 
others its inner side falls perpendicularly. 

‘Tho height of the ‘terreplain” varies also 
'& great deal, for at some places the besieged 
can be hidden entirely beyond the upper part 
of the wall, while in others they are half seen 
from the outside. Inside the citadel are the 
houses of the Governor and other high officials, 

‘The citadel is girt at about a distance of 
25 feet with a deep ditch, containing water, 
‘of an average width of 60 feet. Five gat 
give access to the citadel, one in the middle 
of each side, with the exception of the south 
Hide, which bas two openings eut through the 
walls near the corner bastions ; they may be 
called the south-eastern and south-western 
gates. ‘The doorways are about 15 feet wide 
and are closed in with strong wooden gates. 
Above every gate stands a tower or guard- 
house, 

Tn frout of each gate is a redan, that is, 
two walls alittle lower than the city one 
the faces meeting at an angle turned towards 
the country. ‘These redans are also encircled 
with ditches which run into the moat of the 
fort, a gate connected by a bridge with the city

small houses and barracks are inhabited by 
soldiers, and from the middle of the * gorge”

In tho interior of the citadel, besides the 
Government buildings and some barrack: 
there are but few houses, and in the centre is 





















































a very peculiar tower on a raised base some 
20 feet high, and on the top of the tower the 
natioual flag is hoisted. 

‘The town of Hanoi is situated between the 
citadel and the river, and extending beyond 
the former in a westerly direction, “The 
streets are wide and the houses good and 
‘well built of brick in some of the prin- 
cipal streets, but there are numerous ones 
ops are merely mat erections in 
‘Tonkinese style ; with one exception 
—the main street from the river where the 
Chineso live—the streets are unpaved, and in 
wet weather almost impassable from the 
depth of the mud ; but as shoes are an ex- 
ception with the Annamites, this drawback 
to European comfort does ‘not affect them. 
‘The sedan-chair of China, so convenient for 
locomotion, is unknown, the high authorities 
and those who can afford it being carried in a 
hammock of silk or hemp network suspended 
‘on a pole supported on the shou! ‘of two 
or four bearers, and inclosed in silk or cotton 
curtains. There is a yreat deal of stir and 
movement in the streets ; the shops are well 
stocked with articles of native workmanship, 
especially bamboo work in all its varieties, 
silk and cotton piece goods, paper, pewter, 
and glass ware, boxes, drums of all sizes 
richly painted, lacquered and gilt, and coarse 
crockery and’ china ware. Fowls, ducks, 
goose, oxen, and pigs, are both plentiful and 
cheap, with abundance of fruit, bananas and 
vegetables, and fish. Rice is the staple food 
of the people, who look well-fed and healthy, 
and have a fair amount of muscular develop- 
ment. The women, however, appear to be 
the dominant class, for they work like the 
‘men as coolies and labourers, and preside in 
the shops. Tliey are generally good-looking, 
carry themselves gracefully, and but for the

Manghao is the entrepét where goods are 
shipped to and from Tonquin and Aunam, the 
mart being a more northera city, called 
Mongteze, situated also on the banks of Sonj 
Koi, or Red River, but called here the Ho-ti- 
kiang. Below Manghao, on the banks of the 
river, in Annamite territory, is situated the 
town of Laokay, two days, journey from the 
‘Tonquin capital, Hanoi. The Song Koi, or 
Red’ River, divides into various branches ; 
the two southern ones mect above Hanoi, On 
‘one of them stands the town of Niuhbrinh ; on 
the other, that of Nam-diuh and Hung-yen, 
‘These two branches communicate by canals, 
‘on one of which is situated the town of Fouli, 
Another branch of the Song Koi is the Thai- 
binh River, which passes by Hai-duong. 
Between it and the Hanoi branch of the Song 
Koi, or Red River, rans the Longobi Canal ; 
and’a third and very important branch to the 
north of the above named is the River Cam, 
which pastes Haiphong; the mouth of the 
Cam is called the Cua Cam. The three 
northern-most mouths by which the Song Koi 
falls into the wea are called Dai 
Balat.

COCK FIGHTING IN ANNAM. 
(China. Mail.) 

While cricket-fighting seems to be a favourite 
amusement among the natives in this Colony, 
cock.fighting apparently affords the acme of 
enjoyment tothe Aunamese mind. 1’ 
dant de Saigon furnishes us with a translation 
of an interesting circular in the Annamese 
Janguage by the native “Socitié de 
Combats de Cogs munis dEperons.” In this 


singular document all persons i te 
ing’ cocks are invited to repuir to ane, 











near the market, every Sunday, for the pur- 
‘pose of competing in the famous combats that 
‘Will take place there. As inducements to res- 
pond to this invitation some wagere will be, it 
in stated, laid by the spectators and lovers of 
this kind of amusement, ‘of which the object 
in the improvement of this interesting class of 
fowls”! The winners are permitted to take 
away the dead cocks, but are only tosell them 
in the Saigon market, because “persons who 
may have the happiness to eat the flesh of a 
dead fighting cock will be seized with a 
froozied ‘passion for this agreeable amusement, 
and thus the same will be advanced!” It is 
added by the translator that this diversion, 
which has such a praiseworthy object, is not 
forbidden in any way. The Ong-cha ‘of the 
tillage sanctions the proceedings, if not by bs 
presence, at least by his authorisation and the 

jiousness that he has shown to the society 
in placing at their disposal a convenient piece 
of ground for the sports. Good order is 
maintained by the native policemen, who do 
not disdain themselves to make bets on the 
interesting combats. 

Foreigners cannot with a very good grace 
hold up their hands in horror at the barbarity 
of either cock or cricket-fighting. As recently 
as 1874, the former amusement was extremely 
popular in New York, and it has been practi 
ed in Europe for centuries past. William 
Fitstephen, in the reign of Henry TI, descr- 
bes cock-fighting as the sport of Evglisit school- 
boys on Shrove Tuesday, and part of the site 
af Drary-lane theatre was a cockpit in, the 
reign of James I. Even in recent years th 
yata ‘Cock pit Royal” in St; Jaine 
Now, however, in England the sport is for- 
biddén by law.
